Leader of Renegade Indians 


and Nine of His Followers 


Were Arrested, 


Situation Now Under Control ol Indian 


Police After tne U. S. Cavalry 


Was Withdrawn. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 1—In a 


battle between United tales soldiers 
and Indiins which occurred in South- 
ern Utah several dajs ago three per- 
sons weie killed and one wounded. 
The nsws was convejed to the Indian. 
Buieau in a telegram from Superin- 
tendent Shelton, of San Juan agen- 


, which, though dated Wednesday, 


was not received until Thursday. The 
army command consisted of four offi- 
cers, 74 men and three Indian Scouts. 
The telegram to the Indian Bureau,x 


which was dated at Ship Rock, N, M-, 
follows:

Southern Utah. They arrested Bylillie

The fringes of 
doilies shouid not be starched, but 
combed out against a hard surface. 


Cleaning With Starch Paste. 


To clean fancy denim or cretonne 


sofa pillow co\ ers where soap and wa- 
ter cannot be used make a thick paste 
of starch and water and cover the soil 
and stained surface. Let it remain un- 
til perfectly dry, when it can be brush- 
ed off. Repeat thf* operation if the 
stains have not disappeared entirely. 


For Perspiring Hands. 


When the hands perspire too freely 


try upon them a wash containing ten 
grains of tannic acid, half an ounce of 
bimplc tincture of benzoin, two ounce* 
of elder flower water and three ounces 
of rose\\ ater. This lotion is said to be 
cooling to the hands and to remove the 
damp, uncomfortable feeling. 


Whitening Yellow Clothes. 


To whiten clothes that have become 


very yellow soak the clothes in butter- 
milk, allowing them to remain in the 
milk for several hours.

TWO SESSIONS 
WiTHiN YEAR 


Lawmakers Will Have Splendid Op- 
. portgnity to Spend People's Money. 


Taxation to Be Theme of Dlscus- 


- don—Stories of Politics and Politi- 


cians. 


! Columbus, — (Special.)—The next 
- year will give Ohio another taste of 
"annual sessions" of the legislature. 
It was not so long ago that the state 
legislature met regularly. Recently 
biennial sessions have been the rule. 
There will be a session in 1908 and 
another in 1909, because of the recent 
separation of state and local elec- 
tions. The legislature that met two 
years ago will meet again this coming 
•winter—that is, the personnel will be 
the same. 


It T^likely that the subject of taxa- 


tion -witt" be one of tbe leading matters 
imdeadiscussion, both at the 1908 ses- 
•ion ^nd 1909. The legislature will be 
asked to allow the people to vote upon 
an amendment to the constitution 
•which will permit of the classification 
of property for taxation. Of course, 
that will be thoroughly threshed out 
this winter and then, if it is submit- 
ted and adopted, the next legislature 
will enact lawg under the amendment. 


Taxation, of course, is simply a. mat- 


ter of. getting revenues to pay the ex- 
penses of townships, cities, counties 
and state. And it is the "revenue" 
proposition that will prove & stumb- 
ling block. Just now there is no call 
for increased revenues, merely a re- 
adjustment of affairs, a more equit- 
able plan of assessment and collection. 
The state treasury now has a big cash 
balance—but the legislators can put a 
hole in that in a hurry if they are per- 
mitted to do so. 


Governor Harris and the other state 


officers are already worried about that 
balance. Cash on hand invites a raid 
on the treasury, and to protect that bal- 
anc# will give the state officers plenty 
to do this winter.

GIVING BABY CASTOR 
OIL 


lt'» Very Easy if You Only Know How 


to Do It Properly. 


Castor oil should never be given 


without first beating it a little. This 
does not mean getting it hot or putting 
a burning spoon into tbe little mouth. 
Tbe object of heating is merely to thin 
a little tbe consistency of the heavy 
oil, and the most gentle warmth will 
do this. This change alone makes tbe 
liquid go down more easily. 


When tbe dose is to be given It ia 


well to call in a member of the family 
to act as assistant. Put baby down 
on the bed on bis back and have ready 
a small napkin or other bit of linon 
wrung out in cold water. Fold this 
flat, just large enough to go under 
baby's chin up to the ears. Give this 
to the assistant and instruct her in 
her duty, which is merely that of hold- 
ing the wet couipress against the chin 
at the psychological moment. This 
second is when you gently hold the In- 
fant's nose, which you are to do Just 
as you put the oil well back into his 
mouth, but not in the throat, which 
would then cause him to choke. 


Holding the nose destroys the sense 


of taste; nud the wet compress causes 
a flow of saliva that helps to send the 
medicine down. 
The thing necessary 


to success is that 'all shall be done to- 
gether and that the oil shall fall on 
the precise spot on the tongue—that is 
to say, it should drop as close to the 
throat as it can -without going Into the 
throat. To put it too near the front of 
the mouth gets it'all'over-'baby's gums 
and gives him full benefit of the nasty 
flavor. If an infant fights at taking 
any kind of liquid medicine, it may be 
given in this way, but as a rule the 
little one swallows it unconsciously. 


If medicine in a powdered form is to 


be given, the simplest and, for a 
young child, the beat way is to give 
,t dry. Open his mouth and have the 
dose ready on the point of a spoon. 
Drop this quickly well back on the 
tongue and then nurse or give him a 
iottle at once.

Interesting Career and Long Reign of the Ruler of Austria.

BANCIS Joseph (Charles) I., em- 
peror of Austria, apostolic king 
of Hungary, king of Bohemia, 
king of Jerusalem, grand duke 


of Tuscany, duke of Lorraine, etc., 
•was born at Schoubruuu, Aug. lo, 
1830, the son of the Austrian Archduke 
Francis Charles and the Archduchess 
Sophie, his -wife, who was a Bavarian 
princess. His origin was of the high- 
est, for In his veins flowed the blood 
of the Hapsburgs and Lorraines, who 
for a thousand years had been makers 
of history. His grandfather, Francis 1. 
of Austria, was the last holy Roman 
emperor. Francis Joseph was no Owen 
,Glendower. at -whose birth "the front 
'of heaven was full of fiery shapes," 
but the cannon which heralded his en- 
trance into life had but lately been 
trained against the great Napoleon, 
and his cradle was rocked by storms 
-which shook all Europe. The spirit 
of liberty was abroad, and it was not 
a propitious hour for princes to be 
born. 
Discontent with the govern- 


ment was rife In Austria, the Italian 
provinces were filled -with insurrection 
and Hungary was clamoring for free- 
dom. The popular movement grew as 
Francis Joseph grew. Metternich re 
treated before the Austrian masses 


sued the proud emperor of Austria as 
a hunter stalks his prey. From that 
terrible day when his brother Maxi- 
milian, deserted by Louis Napoleon, 
who had made him emperor of Mexico, 


diers of Juarez and the Enpress Car- 
otta came home a maniac Francis Jo- 
seph has been a man of sorrows, ac- 
quainted with grief. His cousin, the 
Archduke Salvator, ran off to sea. 
preferring the life of a common sailor 
:o the exactions of the severest court 
in Christendom, and never was heard 
of again. His only son, the Crown 
Prince Rudolph, committed suicide In 
1S89 as the result of an unfortunate 
love affair. Then came the crowning 
stroke of misfortune. 
The Empress 


Elizabeth, adored by high and low as 
the imperial embodiment of all the 
virtues, was assassinated by an an- 
archist during a visit to Switzerland 
nine years ago this fall. More recent- 
ly the scandalous elopement of tfte 
crown princess of Saxony, who was an 
Austrian archduchess, reopened the 
emperor's heart wounds. He has well 
been called "the modern King Lear." 


The tragic death of Maximilian was 


the one incident In his eventful career 
that the emperor was unable to forgive.

It is probable that one of tire worst 


practices in connection with the as- 
sessed valuation of real estate is tha 
preference which is frequently given 
to unimproved prepvrty, held for spec- 
ulative purposes, by land companies 
and individuals, for the benefits aris- 
ing from neighborhood improvement 
and growth.

this class of property is held

at nominal figures, but owners have 
frequently defaulted in their taxes 
and assessments, with the hope, pr •- 
haps, that future buyers would pay 
these public charg°s in the purchase 
of tire tracts BO held.

Louis Philippe from France set all 
the shackled people of the continent to 
rattling their fetters in the face of 
royalty, the Emperor Ferdinand abdi- 
cated, and his nephew, Francis Joseph, 
whose father had resigned his imperial 
rights, climbed upon Austria's totter- 
ing throne, an emperor at eighteen. 
The most optimistic of oracles, the 
most sanguine soothsayer, would not 
have predicted that he would, remain 
emperor for almost sixty years and 
give his people peace. 


The young monarch's first step was 


to promise a free and constitutional 


••. 
government but In this he was beyond 


t> 
his time. The course of events com- 


> .'• pelled him to close the national assem- 
-.* 
bly he had called and assume absolute 


I • power. 
He centralized the govern- 


; • ments of his heterogeneous nationali- 


ties at Vienna and inaugurated impor- 
tant fiscal and . commercial reforms, 
which soon won him the favor of the 
Austrian middle classes. He effected a 
concordat with the pope which concil- 
iated bis Roman Catholic subjects. He 
put down the Hungarian revolt. 


In ISoO he had to fight France for 


his Italian possessions, and after the 
disastrous defeat of Soiferino, where 
he commanded in person with great 
bravery, he lost Milan and northern 
.Lombardy. The Sleswick-IIolstein dis- 
pute following the spoliation of Den- 
mark Involved him with France again 
and with Germany. Sadowa cost Aus- 
tria Venetia and eliminated her from 
German politics. But those catastro- 
phies ended Francis Joseph's foreign 
complications for the time and left him 
free to attend to his domestic difficul- 
ties. He succeeded in reconciling the 
almost irreconcilable interests of Aus- 
tria and Hungary, consummated the 
compromise under which the dual king- 
dom is still governed and about which 
there has lately been so much talk, 
promulgated a most liberal constitution 


, and on Jure 8, lht>7. vas> crov ued King 


of Hungary at Pesth-Ofen with great 
/pomp and ceremony. From that time, 
though constantly the center of a polit- 
ical whirlpool, he ruled his eccentric 
empire as an animal tamer controls his 
menagerie, using alternately force and 
diplomacy, not only keeping his charges 
from eating each other up. but preserv- 
ing his own person and adding daily to 
his prestige 


His youth, so saddened by the losses 


'of territory which his ancestors had 
owned for ages, was further imbitter-

Elizabeth of Bavaria. They did sue 
ceed finally in effecting a separa 
tion of the emperor and empress, bu- 
ll was only temporary.

Not long ago a diplomatic sensation 
was caused in Washington by tha 
thoughtless act of an American official 
in assigning the Austrian ambassador 
as dinner escort to the wife of the 
Mexican minister. Francis Joseph still 
regarded Mexico as his brother's mnr- 
derer. His gratitude to those who had 
showed mercy or pity to the 111 starred 
Maximilian was no less long lived. Ev- 
ery year—the emperor never forgot the 
date—a Mexican singer named Concha 
Mendez received a generous birthday 
gift from his majesty. With It went a 
note In the emperor's own hand ex- 
pressing his grateful remembrance of 
the fact that when such a thing endan- 


After a few preliminary runs against

The wage payment or earnings of em- 
ployes in 1906 was $901,000,000, having 
increased $225.000,000, or over 33 per 
cent, since 1902; while dividends and 
interest, or the share which capital 
gets, Increased 27 per cent, and the 
share of taxes 41 per cent. The num- 
ber of employes of railroads' has 
In- 


creased during this period from 1,189,- 
315 to 1,521,355 persons, or nearly a 
third. The total amount of disburse- 
ments to the credit of labor has kept 
pace with the gain In numbers. The 
rewards to capital have gained some- 
what less, while the amount of taxes 
has increased more rapidly than either 
of the other participants.—Wall Street 
Journal.

Little Holland.- with its 5,000.000 poo- 


pie living safely behind their wave 
washed dikes, is about to make a new 
conquest from its old enemy, the ocean. 
Already Dutch engineers have begun 
the tremendous task which will result 
In turning the Zuyder Zee into 1.400 
square miles of dry land. Where of old 
the great Dutch war fleets gathered, 
where now 4,000 fishermen sink their 
nets, there will rise happy villages, 
broad pastures, poplar bordered roads 
and sleepy canals—new farms and 
homes for 50,000 Dutchmen. The task 
to be undertaken is a tremendous one, 
says the Technical World. It will cost 
nearly $76,000.000. In return the gov- 
ernment expects to secure annual rent- 
als of more than $5,000,000 from those 
who occupy and till the hard won 
ground. 


Glass Telegraph Poles. 


Re-enforced glass telegraph poles are 


being exploited by a company operat- 
ing a factory nt Gro<;salruerode, near 
Cassel, Germany. The poles are pat- 
ented by an architect of Cassel. The 
glass is re-enforced with Interlaced 
and intertwined wire. The selling price 
is not definitely fixed, but it is stated 
that the concern Is accepting $6 for a 
pole about twenty-three feet long. One 
of the principal claims for the poles 
is their value in tropical countries, 
where the ravages of insects and ef- 
fects of climate cause a short life to 
wooden poles. The German Imperial 
post department, controlling the tele- 
graph and telephone lines, has ordered 
the trial of glass poles in one district

chusetts municipalities just now are 
experiencing considerable difficulty in 
selling bonds and the Boston Tran- 
script holds that if the taxes were 
removed it would help their sale: 


The difficulty which this city and 


others are experiencing in finding a 
market for their municipal securities 
makes It a highly opportune time to 
urge their exemption from taxation by 
the next legislature, as a mean's of 
making them 'somewhat more attrac- 
tive to the investor. 
It is utterly 


senseless for public authority to take 
money out of one pocket to put it into 
another. 
This is what the taxation 


of 
public securities of all 
sorts 


amounts to wherever and to the ex- 
tent that the taxes are collected, and 
a worse trade than this where the 
taxes are evaded. The liability to tax- 
ation must be always in the mind of 
the syndicate which bid for such bonds 
and so a controlling factor in their 
rate of return to the city.- The effect 
upon our state bonds of their recent 
exemption from taxation has 
been 


clearly demonstrated. 
If the exemp- 


tion should be accorded to future is- 
sues of Boston's bonds, it would re- 
sult in a saving to the city far in ex- 
cess of any loss of receipts 
from 


taxation 
which 
might 
be enacted. 


Revenue from that source, as a prac- 
tical matter, amounts to 
extremely 


little.—Zanesville, O., Courier. 


There fs yet time to do something 


toward amending the Missouri system 
of taxation along the admirable lines 
laid out by the Tax Commissioner, 
whose report was published several 
weeks ago. 


Though the cities are the chief suf- 


ferers 
from the 
inequalities of the 


present system, the ruml 
counties 


would be equally benefited by 
the 


change, since the removal of the state 
tax on real and personal 
property 


would relieve them of state taxation 
almost altogether. 


If Missouri should adopt the plan, 


successful in Pennsylvania and several 
other states, of raising state revenue 
wholly or mainly 
from corporation 


taxes, licenses and inspection fees, 
city interests would still pay the great- 
"er portion of state taxation. And yet 
it is the cities which have the strong- 
est reasons for desiring the change. 


Separation of the sources of state 


and local taxation as absolute as that 
which now exists between federal and 
state taxation would work so well In 
all parts of Missouri that it is sur- 
prising the legislature has not taken 
steps to give It an initial trial. 


The state taxes now paid by the 


counties could be kept at home to 
huild up road funds in the rural coun- 
ties, while the cities woud be enabled 
to make their assessments for local 
purposes as high or as low as they 
please, without 
incurring an unjust 


share of state burdens. A system that 
has been found to work so perfectly 
elsewliere is the system for Missouri.
